which appeals to hear of those 
filed by a 
list of opponents 
ranging from conservative Sen 
Jam es L. Buckley to independ­ 
ent presidential candidate F7u- 
gene M cCarthy. 


The court is generally ex 
peeled to give the cam paign ti 
nancing law an early hearing, 
aim ing for a decision in tim e to 
allow candidates to know the 
rules before the cam paign is 
well under way 
Although the justices spent 
all last week m eeting in an un­ 
precedented pre-term confer­ 
ence, the term does not legally 
begin until today — the first 
Monday in October. 


In the cam paign ca se, minor 
party representatives and oth­ 
ers have appealed a decision erf 
the U.S. Court of A ppeals in 
W ashington upholding the F ed ­ 
eral E lection Cam paign Act 
passed last year.

Raymond 
planted 2(H) pounds of seed 
potatoes this spring and has 
thus far harvested over l,5on 
pounds of the tubers 
Stacked near their bags of 
potatoes in a storage room is a 
row of "ed ib le” soybeans, 
milled for drying and use later 


in soups and other foods. Mrs. 
DeSellem grinds some of the 
beans fresh, and “ puts up” 
others whole to be soaked 
overnight later before use. 
Growing in the gardens are 
yellow, green, lima and navy 
beans, 
tomatoes, 
turnips, 
peppers and corn, with pars­ 
nips and cantaloupes here and 
there as well. Several rows of 
okra 
have 
been 
partially 
harvested, and a planting of 
chicory will soon be pulled up 
and dried. It is later ground up 
and used to make a beverage 
similar in flavor to coffee.

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Economic Medicine 


Most of the nation’s top economists agree the 
townward plunge of the economy has at least 
waited for the time being and most factors point 
owarda leveling off, evens climb back upward. 
But leaders now eye another new threat on the 
'conomic horizon, the closing of many small and 
nedium 'size business and industries due tc 
ujmerous financial reasons. 


Because of constantly changing markets, 
nany industries have had to readjust, tc 
-estructure their product lines to provide what 
he market is demanding in order to maintain a 
.Kind financial picture 


Often the profit margin is narrow and with 
constantly rising costs of labor and materials, 
stockholders are forced to close down production 
rather than continue operating at a loss 
Bethlehem Steel Corp at Bethlehem. Pa., 
recently announced plans to close four of its 
structural steel fabricating facilities because of 
such a situation. The company said its division 
was not competitive with others in the industry, 
partly laving the blame on employment costs. 


The firm suggested to its workers through the 
union that they accept a 10 per cent pay cut so the 
f,rm could remain in operation This proposal 
was rejected and now some 2,460 employes face 
a com plete‘loss of their jobs. This will have a 
profound affect on the communities involved as 
nil as the individual families. 
A wage reduction is a hard pill tn swallow, but 
as is often the case, it is not the taste of the 
medicine that counts, only the end result 


In many cases this is not the medicine needed, 
just an understanding between management and 
unions that a brief respite is needed to put 
everything back on a sound basis. 
Once this is done, then everyone can share in 
the renewed productivity. 
Worthy Request 


Careful consideration should be given to a sug­ 
gestion by Salem Fire Chief M. R. Catlos that a 
completely independent radio system be estab­ 
lished for the fire department 
It would weigh heavily on all our minds if we 
thought for one instant a life might be lost be­ 
cause of a brief delay in communications be­ 
tween anv phase of the fire-fighting operation. 


Presently, the fire radio system is incor­ 
porated with the city’s service, water, sewage 
and electrical departments. It is conceivable 
that someone in the field might inadvertently tie 
up a radio message of urgent nature and thereby 
cause a delay that could cost additional damage 
losses or oven a life. This probably won’t happen, 
. but the mere thought that it could should be 
enough to prompt action for an independent 
system

growth great enough to employ 
our growing pool of workers. 


Unfortunately, 
however, 
much of the buying by the 
richer oil cartel nations tends 
toward those industrial goods 
which directly and indirectly 
employ less labor per dollar of 
sales than those products listed 
above, on which our own 
spending has been cut back 
because of higher energy costs 


UNLESS THIS country, and 
others so affected, finds a 
solution to the continuing 
energey dependency crisis, we 
may be in for high unem­ 
ployment as far as the eye can 
see in the future. 
Because most other countries 
have been harder hit than we, 
they, in turn, must increasingly 
restrict imports of consumer 
goods to meet the delayed ef­ 
fects of the cartel’s oil price 
increases, which threaten to get 
worse. 


As with New York City, there 
comes a time when credit runs 
out and all the quick and easy 
fixes have been exhausted. 
Here again, these cutbacks 
and hold downs in what foreign 
countries buy here and what 
they buy from American firms 
and subsidiaries operating 
worldwide, will intensity the 
pressures on employment and 
on economic stability in the 
United States 


WITH THIS starkoutlook.it 
passes all understanding that 
President Ford and Congress 
have not moved with greater 
urgency to conserve the use ot 
energy by stimulating more

household usage, or to step up 
the pace at which we develop 
alternate and more efficient 
substitutes.

Nationalization Disease 


By DR. GEORGE S. BENSON

R e c e n tly , 
V e n z u e la ’s 
legislature voted to nationalize 
the oil industry in that country. 
If the President of that country 
signs me act, it will take effect 
January 1,1976. 
Venezuela supplies more oil 
to the United States than any 
country in the world including 
the individual Arab nations. 
The oil industry of Venezuela 
was developed by U. S. oil 
companies under agreement 
with 
the 
government 
of 
Venezuela and was owned by 
those U. S. companies. 
The oil industry of the Arab 
counteis was developed in a 
sim ilar 
manner 
and 
the 
nationalization of those in­ 
dustries may have helped 
encourage Venezuela to take 
the step at this time. 
IN 
MANY 
instances 
nationalization means total and 
complete confiscation. 
This was true with Castro in 
Cuba when he nationalized the 
American owned businesses in 
that country. 
In the case of the Arab 
nations, it was not quite that 
bad, but there was little choice 
for the companies which had 
invested 
the 
money 
and 
developed the industry. With 
Venezuela, it still remains to be 
seen if the nationalization act 
permits the American owned 
companies to retrieve their 
total investment or make any 
sort of profit. 
N a tio n a liza tio n 
sim p ly 
means that the government 
takes by force from private 
owners and gives by force the 
business to what is always 
called public ownership. Public 
ownership 
means 
that 
whatever government is 
in 
power has control over the 
operation of and the profits 


from such a business. It also 
means, 
in 
many 
instances, 
operation of said business by 
bureaucrats instead of e x ­ 
perienced 
technicians who 
know what they are doing. 
THAT 
IS 
ONE 
kind 
of 
n a tio n a liza tio n 
... 
w hen a 
g o v e r n m e n t 
hires 
foreign 
companies to develop an in 
dustry, 
permits that 
foreign 
company to own it, to suffer the 
lean years ... 
and 
vyhen 
it 
becom es profitable, just march 
in the arm y and take it by force. 
The 
other 
kind 
of 
nationalization, now being 
talked by a growing number of 
Americans in reference to the 
oil industry in this country, 
means that the government 
would take all the oil business 
in this country out of private 
ownership by means of pur­ 
chase. The oil industry would 
then be owned and operated by 
the Federal government like 
the Postal Service is now owned 
and operated. 
In 
all 
probability, 
nationalization of an American 
industry 
by 
the 
Federal 
government would also contain 
some form of private-public 
operation agreement such as is 
true now of the Postal System. 
Will it work? 
Nationalization 
has 
not 
worked so far as our Postal 
System is concerned 
It is 
inefficient, it is a boondoggle as 
far as cast is concerenaT it is 
almost impossible to fire a 
postal employe and generally 
our postal system is a mess. 
Nationalization 
of 
the 
manufacture of the weapons of 
defense for the United States is 
a practical fact today, though it 
is not called by that name The 
Defense Department contracts 
with private companies to do 
research and development and 
then 
to 
manufacture 
our 
planes, ships, missiles, etc. 


Yet, the strictures of a 
private, profit making system 
are destroyed by the military 
veto over the private industry 
part of the arrangments. The 
cost of m ilitary weaponry 
development and manufacture 
is astronomical with overruns 
on cost a common occurrence, • 
partly due to constant changing 
of plans even in course of 
manufacture. 


IN ENGLAND, 
the British 
have moved slowly from a free- 
enterprise system to a system 
of nationalization of almost 
every basic industry. The 
people are mad at the govern­ 
ment ... for it is government 
who runs, the trains, supplies 
energy to heat the homes and 
run industry, educate the 
children and provides health 
services. 


Inflation in England, instead 
of 
being 
reduced 
by 
nationalization, has increased 
to an annual rate of 27 percent 
in 1975. The government of 
England is in desperate straits, 
not knowing whether it will 
have to declare bankruptcy this 
year or next. 


Without any fancy works, 
nationalization in America of 
the oil industry would surely be 
followed by nationalization of 
all the other basic industries ... 
out 
of 
sheer 
econom ic 
necessity. Dullsville 
... 
like 
Russia 
is 
the 
future 
for 
America if we start the process 
of Communism here and call it 
nationalization. 


The worst possible thing our 
nation could do would be to 
trade a system which produces 
the highest standard of living 
ever known to man for one 
which has been able to produce 
about one-third as much per 
man-day as does America.

His 
doctor discovered that he had 
hi^h blood pressure with a 
reading of 210. 
He was put on Esimil. Most of 
my father's old friends are on 
Diuril and some on a diet and 
some on low-cholesterol, salt-free 
diets We asked the doctor and he 
said no diet and that Esimil is a 
diuretic. 
My father is 5-feet-3 and weighs 
179 pounds. The doctor listens well 
but does not communicate and is 
very busy 
My father wants to 
know il he should continue with 
this doctor or should" he seek a 
by jk‘rteasn»n spec ia I is t *? - 
I have read lhat a diseased 
kidney can cause hypertension 
My lather urinates frequently at 
night The doctor said this was 
normal I also asked il it could 
mean a heart problem. The doctor 
said no. No tests were taken ol 
any kind except taking the blood 
pressure and listening to the 
heart 
Dear Header — Your father is 
not y oung any more but even so a 
lot might be done for him Anyone 
his height and weight with high 
bhxxl pressure should be on a diet, 
in my opinion Also, 1 would like to 
see everyone with high blood 
pressure liave an electrocardio­ 
gram <ECG or EK G ). Several 
blood pressure measurements are 
needed to be sure what the level 
really is 
Your father is also in the right 
age group to have an enlarged 
prostate 
Perhaps the doctor 
ruled that out. but the need to get 
up at night might be related to 
fh it 


It certainly wouldn’t hurt to 
have a consultation with another 
doctor, perhaps a specialist in in­ 
ternal medicine, to review ÿour 
father’s overall status. A second 
opinion is often helpful. 
A diseased kidney or circulation 
problems to the kidney can cause 
high blood pressure. Part of a 
complete examination includes 
sufficient studies to rule out a 
number of known causes of high 
blood pressure that should be 
treated differently than the more 
common forms of high blood pres­ 
sure. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — What is the 
medical term for dropsy ? We 
have a daughter who has been 
taking a lot of tests. The doctor 
said that he couldn't find anything 
wrong with her except that she 
Ims edema. She swells all over, 
sometimes worse than other 
times. We wondered it that edema 
might be what we always called 
dropsy.

Yes, 
the 
swelling caused by edema is old- 
fashioned 
dropsy 
However, 
swelling can be caused by many 
things, some not serious and 
others more so. I presume your 
daughter’s doctor didn’t find any 
serious medical problem 
Edema or water accumulation 
can be from hormone influences 
as before normal periods, vari­ 
cose veins, liver disease, kidney 
disease or heart failure The most 
common use of the term dropsy in 
previous times was for the fluid 
accumulation found with heart, 
kidney or liver disease, and ap 
parentiy your doctor doesn’t think 
your daughter has these prob 
lems.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - A 
veterinarian who says 
pigs 
don’t deserve their bad reputa­ 
tion has come up with a breed of 
miniature animals suitable for 
testing products from baby food 
to cosmetics. 


They are ideal for research 
because 
their 
features 
resemble human skin, heart 
muscle and skeletal mass, says 
Dr. William J. Clarke of Bat- 
telle Memorial Institute 
But until the 1960s they were 
difficult to use for several rea­ 
sons: they grew to 600 to 800 
pounds, which made them diffi­ 
cult to inoculate and expensive 
to keep; they were very can­ 
tankerous; and the pigs died 
young, Clarke explained. 


The veterinarian helped 
velop a breed of miniature pig 
now used throughout the world 
for researching everything 
from the effects of the bends (a 
pressure disease common to 
deep sea divers) to skin cancer. 
"They’re quite an all-around 
animal," said Clarke, who is 
manager of the biological, eco­ 
logical and medical sciences 
department at Battelle. 
Clarke said he learned in 1958 
that an Indiana drug company 
was doing research with min­ 
iature swamp hogs. They were 
descended from domesticated 
pigs, brought to the new world 
by Columbus, which escaped to 
breed in the Louisiana swamps

with peccaries, grayish piglike 
animals. 
Clarke took 
the 
breeding 
group to Battelle’s facility in 
Richland. Wash., and began de­ 
veloping a blond strain better 
suited for skin research. 


“ Finally, after generations of 
breeding the product, we now 
have a very nice, even-tem­ 
pered animal,” Clarke said. 


The pigs, 
called 
Hanford 
miniatures, live an average of 
15 years and reach a maximum 
weight of about 190 pounds. 
Clarke said the pigs have a 
heart about the same size as a 
human’s and a similar skeletal 
mass. 


Until the pig is 18 months old, 
its skin is similar to human skin 
and 
can

cosmetics and allergic reac­ 
tions to baby food 


"The teeth—-because they 
have a bite like human beings— 
can 
be 
used 
for 
dental 
research,” he said. Columbus 
Battelle is using about 30 of the 
animals to see how they me­ 
tabolize drugs. 


Those pigs live in air-condi­ 
tioned. sterilized pens with con­ 
crete floors, running water and 
special food.

CHICAGO 1AP) — The re­ 
tarded sister of Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy disappeared alter 
attending a church service with 
sister Eunice shriver but was 
found five hours later calmly 
wandering and “ looking in the 
windows’’ along a busy down­ 
town a vernie. 
Mrs. Shriver said she had 
taken Rosemary Kennedy to St 
Peter's Roman Catholic Church 
for a Sunday morning Mass and 
was standing with her sister in 
the vestibule of the church 
afterward 
“ 1 was lookingat some books, 
and when I 
turned around, 
Rosie was gone,” Mrs. Shriver 
told police. 
She flagged down a patrol car 
to report her sister missing and 
then joined the search with foot 
patrolmen and officers in 10 


cruisers. 
WBBM-TV newsman Peter 
Nolan, assigned to cover me 
disappearance, spotted the 56- 
year-old Miss Kennedy near the 
Chicago Art Institute on Mich­ 
igan Avenue, about four blocks 
from the church. 
11 was a windy but warm day, 
and the area is a favorite 
Sunday gathering spot for Chi­ 
cagoans. 
“ She was just walking down 
the street looking in windows,” 
Nolan said. “ I went over and 
asked her if she was looking for 
Eunice, and she said yes.” He 
said she did not appear nervous 
or distraught. 
Two nearby police officers 
radioed for a patrol car, and 
Miss Kennedy was taken to po­ 
lice headquarters for a reunion 
with her sister. 
No President Linked 
To Scheme On Castro 


WASHINGTON (A P) — CIA 
attempts to kill Cuba’s Fidel 
Castro occurred under three 
presidents but there is no hard 
evidence that any president au­ 
thorized such schemes, accord­ 
ing to the chairman of the Sen­ 
ate intelligence committee. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
said Sunday that “ plans and at­ 
tempts’’ against Castro's life 
“ span the years from the Eis­ 
enhower 
adm inistration 
through 
the 
Kennedy 
ad­ 
ministration, and into the 
Johnson administration.” 
Appearing on ABC’s “ Issues 
and Answers,” Church also 
said, “ We have no hard evi­ 
dence that directly relates this 
activity to any order that was 
given by any president.” 
Church said the attempts 
against Castro had been con­ 
firmed by former CIA Director 
Richard M. Helms in secret 
testimony before the intelli­ 
gence committee. 
Although Church has made 
previous 
references 
to CIA 
plots and attempts against Cas­ 
tro’s life, his remarks gave a 
much wider scope to the agen­ 
cy’s involvement in assassina­ 
tion than previously reported. 
CIA Director William E. Col­ 
by, in a separate appearance on 
the CBS program “ Face the 
Nation.” refused to discuss the 
allegations of CIA Involvement 
in assassination, saying “ the 
situation was very murky, and 
... I really don’t believe that this 
subject is an appropriate one 
for an official to be talking 
about." 
News accounts of CIA at­ 
tempts to kill Castro have cen­ 
tered on a 1961 plot in which 
underworld figures Sam Gian­ 
cana and John Rosselli were in­ 
volved in a scheme to poison the 
Cuban leader in connection 
with the abortive Bay of Figs 
invasion. 
That scheme has been publi­ 
cly admitted by both Robert 
Maheu, a former aide to How­ 
ard 
Hughes, 
and l^awrence 
Houston, former CIA general 
counsel who said he informed 
then-Atty. Gen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy about the plot in 1962. 
Maheu said he was a liaison be­ 
tween the CIA and the Mafia. 
Other news accounts based 
on anonymous sources have de­ 
scribed 
a 
variety 
of 
plots 
against Castro, all of them oc­ 
curring during the Kennedy ad- 
ministration. Church’s com­ 
ments marked the first official 
indication of CIA attempts to 
kill Castro during the Eisen­ 
hower and Johnson adminis­ 
trations as well 
Church also said there is no 
justification for a charge made 
by Sen Barry M Goldwater, R* 
Ariz , a committee member, 
that Democrats on the com­ 
mittee are trying to minimize 
the role played by President 
John F. Kennedy and his 
brother, Robert 
On another subject, Church 
said he and other members of 
"YOUR 
SHIRTS, 


the committee would favor sud- 
poenaing Richard M. Nixon if 
the former president refuses to 
testify voluntarily. The com­ 
mittee is seeking Nixon’s testi­ 
mony in a number of areas, in­ 
cluding the so-called Huston 
plan for domestic intelligence 
gathering and CIA operations 
against Chilean President Sal­ 
vador Allende.

Ohio (A P) - A 
coalition called the “ Citizens 
Group Against Unfair Taxes’’ 
was formed at a meeting here 
Saturday to work for the defeat 
of Gov. James A. Rhodes' mul­ 
tibillion dollar bond issue pack­ 
age on the Nov. 4 ballot. 
Sen. John T. McCormack. D- 
31 Euclid, who spearheaded 
formation of the coalition, saicf 
after the meeting. “ It’s going to 
be very difficult to fully inform 
the public with the other side 


spending millions” 
Backers of the Rhodes pro­ 
posals have launched a sophis 
ticated $1 million campaign in 
the electronic and news media.
